Uossland, June Hi.— .fames Morris 
.Martin, a former member of the provin- 
cial legislature, and one of Rosslnnd's 
oldest and wealthiest business men, died 
this afternoon alter a long illness. Ue 
was a member of the Seinliu party in 
the legislature of 1S98 to 1900, and 
was twice mayor of Vernon prior to 
coming to Uossland in ISi/ti. Die amass- 
ed a competency in Uossland and was 
universally esteemed aud respected. The 
interment will be held at Vancouver, 
where deceased hud purchased a lot in 
Mount Pleasant cemetery a few weeks 
prior to his demise. 

Tho deceased, who for many years re- 
sided at Renfrew, in the province of On- 
tario, came to British Columbia in the 
wake of C. P. R. const ruction, and 
was for some time in business iu Van- 
couver. Thence ho left for Centrevillo 
ns the centre of Chilliwack district was 
for so long called, and with his brother 
Robert carried on a large general busi- 
ness. The boom there not materializing 
after the townsito sale in 1890, he moved 
on to the new townsito of Vernon, 
where for some years he was one ol 
the leading merchants, during which 
period he filled the position of mayor as 
•veil as several other honorable olllces. 
The springing up of Uossland found him 
taking a place amongst its pioneers, and 
that city has counted hiin as one of its 
most prominent citizens ever since. 

In politics Mr. Martin w.-is a Liberal, 
and it was to his untiring energy and 
widespread influence that the capture of 
the Yale-Cariboo seat by Hewitt Bos- 
tock in 1890 is largely to be attributed. 
Two years later he accepted the nomin- 
ation for legislative honors, and ut tho 
general election in 189S was returned 
by a large majority as a supporter of 
■ lie Semiin administration. On the 
downfall of that party he declined a fur- 
ther campaign, though still doing vet- 
eran work for his party iu the lield. 

For the past two- years Mr. Martin's 
health has been much impaired, and on 
si vernl occasions since last midsummer 
'.lis' life has been despaired of.

COAL MIXERS STRIKE. 

u thing New- to Report .From the 
Pennsylvania Regions. 

Wilsbarre, Pa., June Hi.— The sixth 
week of the anthracite coal miners strike 
began today without a ripple to disturb 
the calmness of the situation. Baiu fell 
nearly all day, which helped lo keep 
the more than 150,000 idle men and boys 
indoors. Reports of several assaults on 
workmen and coal and iron policemen 
were received here from different sec- 
tions of tho region, but no one was ser- 
iously injured. Most of these attacks 
occurred under the cover of darkness, 
or at starling time in the morning. It 
was expected that today would witness 
l he refusal of a largo number of lire 
bosses and other mine bosses to go to 
work, but Die best information obtain- 
able shows that tho number of men who 
quit was not large. In fact several of 
the mining superintendents this re- 
gion asserted they had more men at work 
at the engines and pumps than they had 
last week. 

President Mitchell nud other labor 
leaders question this assertion, and on 
the contrary claim that nearly half of 
the men who were al work on Saturday 
refused to go info the collieries today. 
Neither side gave out any figures. 

Casper Clerk of Toledo, Ohio, president 
of the International Team Drivers As- 
sociation, who has come in for some at- 
tention by labor leaders, today .submit- 
ted to an interview, in which lie said 
his organization would do all it could 
to help the miners. 

There was a revival today of the story 
that the Central Pennsylvania soft coal 
miners will bo called out very soon, but 
President Patrick Gilday, of the Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania district threw cold 
water on the proposition. Nothing was 
given out at state headquarters. Presi- 
dent Mitchell said there was no change 
in either tho Anthracite or the W r est 
Virginia strike. The mining superinten- 
dents of the big coal companies nnd in- 
dividual operators had nothing new to re- 
port. 

Scranton, Pa.. June 1(T.— A veritable 
cloud burst occurred here this evening, 
flooding cellars and causing the river to 
rise and threatening the mine openings. 

Charles Robinson, the Delaware and 
Hudson watchman, who was shot at 
Oliphant, on Saturday night, will re- 
cover. Ho is unable to throw any light 
on the mystery, as co who did the shoot- 
ing. . The coal companies continue to 
cause arrest of strikers who molest their 
workmen.

Mich., June 10.— The conven- 
tion of the International association of 
iBoot and Shoo Workers began hero to- 
day. John F. Tobin is president. Dele- 
gates to the .number of more than 100 
were present.'

There 
are six women delegates. Discussing the 
union's policy of arbitration in his an- 
nual report, the president said: "Our 
experience seems to demonstrate that 
•wo cau enjoy better wages and more 
freedom under our present system of 
arbitration than was possible under the 
strike methods.

THE 'UNC SLIGHTLY ILL. 

Suffeied at Aldershot With Attack 
Lumbago. 



London, June 10.— 'King Edward, who 
was attacked yesterday with lumbago, 
following a chill, contracted on Satur- 
day night, passed a good night and is 
much belter. Rain is falling, however, 
so lie did not risk attending the grand 
review today at Aldershot. 

Aldershot, June 10.— The indisposi- 
rion of King Edward and the incessant 
downpour of rain combined to effectu- 
ally -spoil the grand review of troops 
here today. The King did not leave 
the royal pavilion and was represented 
by the Prince of Wales, who rode to the 
saluting point accompanied by the Duke 
r,!' Conna ugbt and a brilliant staff, com- 
prising several Indian princes, the mili- 
tary attaches, Lord Roberts, the eom- 
iiiander-in-cbief, and tlio headquarters 
staff. Queen Alexandra drove to the 
parade grounds in a carriage with the 
Prince of Wales and the Princess Vic- 
toria. In other carriages at the saluta- 
tion point were the Duchess of t.'on- 
lin light and many of the notabilities who 
are now visiting England. Over 32,000 
rain-soaked troops marched past the 
heir to the throne. 

During the march past, -which -was 
headed by the cavalry brigade, led by 
Lord Roberts, I ho massed bands played 
the National Anthem, and the sun made 
n .fitful attempt to assert itself, which 
helped to enliven the niacin! oshod but 
nevertheless drenched crowds. Queen 
Alexandra performed the picturesque 
ceremony of presenting colors to the 
Highland Light Infantry, in spite of 
the rain troops went through the usual 
evolutions previous to the march past. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
.•'tailed for 'Windsor at 4:15 o'clock this 
afternoon in a tnotox car. The King 
showed little trace of bis recent illness, 
Windsor, dune 10.— Kin-,' Edward ar- 
lived here at p.m. from Aldershot. 



At the regular meeting o£ the Natural 
History society lust evening, Mr. Napier 
Denisoil, of the Meteorological otllcc, 
gave a most interesting talk on volca- 
noes, there being a large number of 
members present to hear a discussion of 
iliis live topic. Mr. Denison exhibited 
a chart showing the active volcanoes 
ami bow they lie throughout the world, 
the most active districts running nortli 
and south, one extending from the East 
Indies north to Japan, and across the 
Behring sea to Alaska. There, was also 
displayed a diagram of the Martinique 
disaster and a description was given of 
this awful eruption. This was followed 
by views of other volcanic eruptions, 
notably that of Vesuvius and extinct 
craters ill the vicinity, which Mr. 
Denison has visited, and which are at 
present of greal scientific value. The 
lecturer also went into the great Kra- 
katoa explosion of 188:1. in which half 
the island was blown up, causing a 
greal tidal wave, which resulted in the 
death of 311,000 people. 

The various theories as to the origin 
of these volcanic eruptions were dwelt 
I'pon and explained. One of the theories 
is that the earth is going through a 
cooling process, there being a crust un- 
der which l here is a viscous molten 
mass. This docs not extend to any 
grout depth, as recent investigation 
showed that the centre of the earth is 
twice as dense as the tines! steel. At- 
tention was drawn to the fact that all 
the volcanoes, with the exception of 
four, are located near the sea. and the 
theory was that volcanic action was 
due to water reaching the molten mass 
under the crust of llio earth and causing 
i> great pressure of steam. The great 
question is as to how the water reaches 
the molten mass. One theory often 
noted is that Hssurcs are formed nt the 
bottom of the sea, and the water finds 
its wav through these to the molten 
mass. A more recent theory is tiiat tli 
rocks being porous, carry with them i 
great quantity of water as they are sub- 
merged, and as the action goes on they 
extend- to the heated region. The earth 
records throughout the world have' 
proved that no seismic disturbance oc- 
curs nt a greater depth than 34 miles be 
neath the crust and often not more than 
S or 10 miles. More light has been 
thrown on the internal mass of the 
earth by menus of microscopic examin 
ation of the lavas from volcanoes and 
many of these have been found to great- 
:y resemble meteoric masses which have 
rt ached the earth from the solar space. 

Two views shown were photographs 
of casts taken at Pompeii, one of a man 
and the other of a dog. The manner in 
which these casts are taken is this: The 
investigator conies to a spot beneath 
which he knows by experience is some- 
thing of interest, and making a small 
hole through the ashes, he pours 
plaster of paris. As in the case of the 
man and the dog shown last evening 
perfect easts are made of what wa 
buried in the ashes tit the time Pompeii 
was destroyed. From the positions of 
the bodies, as shown by the casts, scien- 
tists arrive at the conclusion that the 
victims died from enhaling gases, tho 
dog, for instance, being shown to have 
died in great agony, The photographs 
which Mr. Denison obtained in Italy 
■ire splendid ones, even the collar on the 
dog's neck coining out plainly.

The appearance of General 
Dewel at the camp at \Vlubiirg was the 
signal for a great display of enthusiasm. 
When he arrived nt camp General De- 
wel was at once surrounded by thou- 
sands of Boer men, women and children, 
who struggled and clamored to shake the 
hand of their hero. He warmly ap- 
plauded the staunch support that women 
bad given the burghers during the war. 
which he said had greatly encouraged 
the men in the tield. Continuing, ho re- 
commended his hearers to he loyal to 
the new government. 

"Perhaps it is hard for yon to hear 
this from my month, hot God lias de- 
cided thus. I fought until there was no 
more hope of upholding our cause, and!

Let 
us submit to His decision."

The plans 'by which arbitration can be 
made effective have not bean sufficiently 
perfected to make it of utility in set- 
tling the dispute between the English and 
Boers. The system must be improved 
before it can he employed in such con- 
troversies with a prospect of succoss. It 
has proven futile in the coal strike. The 
millennium lias not yet arrived. 

It sometimes happens that only by the 
■most terrible flugellntions can nations 
and men be brought to adjust their dif- 
ference, as has just been done bv the 
British and Boers. There is often no 
other way of settlement except by a 
bloody and expensive war. 

When two men leave their disputes to 
adjudication by arbitration neither is 
satisfied thereafter with the result. If 
both tight it out in the most bloodv ami 
vindictive way they often afterward be- 
come the best of friends. This may be 
true of Great Britain and the South 
African republics. 

Senator Clark speaks from personal ox- 
perience, and we wonder whether what 
ho says would have been true of himself 
and Marcus Daly had the latter lived 
long enough.

i ARBITRATION. 

The New York World about a weok 
ago published a symposium on the ques- 
tion of what Great Britain -would have 
saved by arbitrating the case between 
Herself and the Boers. The opinions 
of several distinguished Americans ure 
given, among thein thos^o of representa- 
tive Charles F. Cochran, of Missouri. 
This gentleman's ignorance is so deli- 
cious that his remarks are worth repub- 
lishing in full. He says: 

Some weeks ago it -was known that a 
part of Mr. Chamberlain's plan for the 
government of the Boers was tho restric- 
tion of the liberties of the Cape' Colon- 
ists and the withdrawal of the constitu- 
tional government there. This would 
make the British possessions of South 
Africa crown colonies like Ireland and 
India. No doubt this will result in a 
general uprising of the iCapo Dutch and 
a civil war which may last a decade. 

It will be difficult for 'England to pre- 
vent the Boers from having arms and 
ammunition, without which Ireland could 
not have been held in subjection. A 
license, tax on firearms of all kinds, such 
as is imposed in Ireland, is an impossi 
bility in the South African countries. 
Total disarmament is impossible, and 
for this reason the Boers may begin an 
uprising at any time. The burgher and 
•aiie rifle are inseparable and will remain 
so. 

I doubt whether it would be wise for 
England to give the Ihltcli in South 
Africa such freedom as the people have 
in Canada. No Dutch people have ever 
been conquered. Philip II. losi his 
...„ -els in attempting the subjugation of 
li like people, ; ,ml ( ' vpn Marlborough, al- 
most lost Ills. 

I believe the Boers have gnineil more 
concessions after their years of fighting 
than had they left the entire matter to 
arbitration. Croat Britain would have 
organized the court and the Dutch would 
have had to submit to whatever terms 
the friends of England dictated. 

Of all the different kinds of ignorance 
wo have ever met the ignorance which 
would describe either Ireland or India as" 
a crown colony is the worst. Ireland 
is an integral part of the country known 
tts 'Great Britain and Ireland, possessing 
-a larger proportional representation in 
tho House of Commons, than any other 
portion of that country. India is an 
Empire containing some parts adminis- 
tered directly and others by kings and 
princes under a Torm of suzerainty to the 
British Crown. These two portions of 
the British Empire are the least like 
Crown.- colonies of any. A man who 
talks about a licence tax otl 'fire JlNUs AS 
being necessary to hold Ireland in sub- 
jection must have something wrong with 
him. Ho might as well talk about a 
licence tax on fire-arms being necessary 
to 'hold Edinburgh in subjection, as a 
lieenc'c tax on fire-arms is commou to 
all the Old Country. Ireland, like every 
portion of every nation or Empire co- 
heres to the other portions from econo- 
mic considerations and mutual self-in- 
terest 'with patriotism thrown in. There 
may he less patriotism there than in 
some other parts. But of the millions io. 
Ireland there nro not two thousand 
men who would raise a finger in 
organized rebellion against, the Empire 
of which they are a part. Yet this kind 
of stuff is published in a great New York 
newsj>a|R'r without protest or comment, 
and is the expressed opinion of a man 
who has gained a representative posi- 
tion in -the United States. In pleasing 
contrast to the remarks of this blatant

THE CANADA ATLANTIC. 

Authentic details of any arrangement 
have not yet been divulged, but it ap- 
pears to be generally accepted in East- 
ern Canada that the Canada Atlantic 
railway has passed, or is about to pass, 
into the hands of the Canadian Northern 
railway company. It will be remember- 
ed that for some time Mr. Seward 'Webb 
held an option oyer this road, which was 
not taken up, after the ruinous smash 
of the Webb-Meyer syndicate gave that 
gentleman all lie could do to finance 
himself. Then Messrs. Mackenzie & 
Mann examined the road, and, although 
nothing is known yet, it is supposed that 
they have acquired the road as the East- 
ern section of their railway system. Thin 
■would form a, sooner or later, in dispen- 
sible link to enable them to join their 
system West of the Great hakes with 
the Atlantic seaboard, both on the 
American aiol "tuiadian sides of the 
line, without being dependent upon the 
services of another railway system. The 
terminus of the Canadian Northern hav- 
ing been removed from West of the 
Lakes, to the Eastern terminus of the 
Canada Atlantic railway, the process of 
extension would hardly be likely to stop 
until the system was completed from 
seaboard to seaboard. It is alleged that 
a further arrangement has been made 
whereby the Dominion government has 
agreed to guarantee an issue of bond 
sufficient to double track the road, in re- 
turn for which, the Intercolonial rail- 
way is to procure certain running pow- 
ers over it, and thus extend the Inter- 
colonial system to Parry Sound. But 
in the information we have so far, what 
this arrangement js is left even more 
vague than the ckvtails of the transfer 
to the Canadian Northern.. The fact of 
the Dominion government's pro|>osing to, 
give assistance to a road already built 
and in operation is arousing some criti- 
cism in the Eastern press, 

AUMY Ii'EKOItM. 

Is Lord Kitchener to be allowed a 
free hand to reform the British army, 
or is the system which would never have 
allowed him to emerge from obscurity 
to be strong enough to suppress him? 
That is a question which is agitating a 
number of minds in Great Britain at the 
present time. Kitchener is a man who 
does nothing by halves. After his work 
in South Africa has been accomplished, 
he will either have nothing at all to do 
with the management of the .British 
army or he will have so much to do with 
it that there will be a root and branch 
reform from top to bottom. For the 
sake of etHciency it is to be hoped he 
will not be shelved, until he is needed 
again to preserve the Empire with a de- 
fective army and imperfect organization 
at his command. But there are some 
abuses more dearly prized by those who 
profit by the in, than the efficiency in 
time of war which they prevent. Wt 
imagine that Lord Kitchener would rath- 
er reconquer the Soudan and the Trans- 
vaal than face the campaign he has in 
front of him if he would effectively re- 
form, remodel, and reorganize the British 
army.

The question of costs in Dunsnniir v.

Peters, K. C, led to a short argument, 
in which his contention that these 
should be borne by the directors, who 
were sued, rather than by the company 
itself, being opposed by Mr. Luxtotl. 
The court took the matter under con- 
sideration. 

The city's "business'' tax then came 
up and occupied the court for the great- 
er part Of the day, the appeal being 
brought in the case of one of the fire 
insurance companies, viz., the Union As- 
sociation Society of London, Engln I. 
Under the old act of 1871, which is In- 
scribed by one of the judges a- having 
been most ina rl istically drawn, City 
Clerk Dowler was made the plaintiff in 
a suit brought in May, 1S1K), whose ob- 
ject was to collect from this insurance 
company the sum of $-1511, being a year 
and a hall's tax at $300 per annum. The 
defendants paid ST.", into court and dis- 
puted the balance of the claim, alleg- 
ing that they had no agent in this city 
and were not making any contracts 
here. Messrs. Robert Ward & Co. bad 
been their agents here, and were act- 
ing in the like capacity for the Law 
Union & Crown Life association, also 
of London, England, a corporal on hav- 
ing large sums of money invested in 
mortgage securities, etc., in this prov- 
ince. By an arrangement made in 
Montreal, tho defendant company car- 
ried the risks .if all the properties in 
which the Law Union & Crown wove 
interested as mortgagees, Messrs. Ward 
& Co. being allowed the usual 15 pel- 
cent, upon the insurance premiums. The 
ease was tried in April, 11)01, Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin a few days later rendering 
judgment in favor -of the defendants, 
finding it was unnecessary that they 
should have an agent in Victoria in or- 
der to make them liable to this tax, 
and that Messrs. Ward & Co. could not 
be found their agents, but that under 
the Montreal arrangement they were 
the agents for the mortgage company. 
From this the appeaj was taken, and 
on the conclusion of the argument 
Their Lordships reserved judgment. 
.Messrs. Taylor and Bradbtirn appeared 
lor the plaintiff (appellant) and Jos. 
Martin, K.C., for the defendant com- 
pany. 

The appeal in the New Westminster 
election petition was then tnken tip. In 
this matter, in which Mr. Itae seeks to 
unseat Mr. Clifford, the present member 
for the Royal City in the legislature, 
tint by a finding of Mr. Justice Martin 
in December Inst the petition was said 
to have not been tiled in time, holding 
that tho time should be counted from 
the exact hour anil minute of filing.

Fisheries Act Reported Complete 
From Committee of the 
Whole. 



Third Reading of Coast-Koote 
nay Bill Delayed By 
Opposition., 



Legislative Chamber, .Fane Hi, 1!X)2.

The report on the bill to amend the 
Evidence Act was adopted. 

The bill to amend the Companies Act 
-was read a third time -iml passed. 

On the report on the bill to amend 
certain railway a»ts of 1001, Mr. Elelmc- 
Iten moved an amendment bringing 
•Crow's Nt'si Southern railway under the 
provisions of the bill. This was adopt- 
«.l and the bill was then road a third 
time and passed. 

KIS1IKKIKS BILL. 
. The bill to amend the Kishe^es Act 
of 1901 was taken up in comnui'ic of 
.the whole, Mr. Murphy in the chair. 

Mr. McUride opposed the proposal to 
amend the act ot ltlOl, changing the 
personnel of the board of fishery com- 
missioners. .The act of 1901 hail not 
been enforced and therefore there h'ld 
•been no experience gained as to the 
working of the law under a board of 
i-ominissioners. If there had been com- 
plaints or that the administration of '.ho 
board had been found unsatisfactory, J t 
-would be time enough to make the 
change. 

lion. Mr. Ebents said the plan pro- 
posed had been found to work well in 
Ontario, and ho believed the fisheries 
could bo administered to better advan- 
tage by tin efficient oillcer like Mr. Bib- 
cock under the direction of a minister. 
What the government desired was to 
frame as perfect an act as possible. 

Mr. Oliver saw no. immediate neces- 
sity for the bill this ' session. Nothing 
definite could be done until the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction was settled between 
the Dominion and the Province. lie 
•would suggest that the bill he allowcl 
to stand over till next session. 

Mr. Mi-Bride thought the Fishermen's 
Virion should be consulted before the 
liill went any further. 

Mr. HawLhorntlnvaite also urged that 
the fishermen were very, much interested 
in the bill, and hail a right to be con- 
sulted as well us the Canners' Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Oliver objected to section 8, 
■which provides that the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Council may make regulations 
for the management of the fisheries, ar- 
guing that the powers proposed to be 
.granted were too extensive and might 
permit the alienation of foreshore rights. 
At the same time, be acknowledged that 
bo did not. think the province had any 
jurisdiction over tide waters. 

Mr. McP.ride pointed out that the act 
distinctly precluded the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council from granting trap 
licenses or foreshore rights. 

Mr. Oliver doubted the province's jur- 
isdiction over the tidal, waters, but be 
could assure the House that he firmly 
believed the province bad jurisdiction in 
the three-mile limit, and at the proper 
time that contention would he urged up- 
on the Dominion government. Members 
of the opposition were always ready to 
ellOtlt provincial rights, but when the 
question came up as a live issue, they 
weakened and expressed doubts about 
the jurisdiction of the province. Mr. 
McPhillips had made a fierce attack on 
the government on Saturday because, as 
lie alleged, the government bad neglected 
to have the province represented at 
ihn recent conference at Ottawa. The 
government, however, wore not remiss in 
their duty on that occasion. They had 
Mr. Fred Peters, K. ('.. to watch the 
proceedings, and that gentleman had 
brought to the knowledge of the con- 
ference the fact that the fisheries of 
British Columbia stood in an entirely 
different position from that of the other 
provinces, not only from :i legal stand- 
point, but as to their immensely greater 
importance. The only matter discussed 
at the conference was the disposal of 
the Halifax award, in which this prov- 
ince was not interested. When the omi- 
(erence reassembled the ease of the 
province would he fully and properly 
stated, and if the Dominion could not 
make the concessions which wivi.-l then 
lie asked for, the case would :v submit- 
ted to the highest court in the I'bu pi re 
for adjudication. 

Mr. McBridc scored the government 
for not having sent a representative to 
■Ottawa armed with a properly prepared 
brief, and asked that section S lie laid 
over for further consideration. 

Mr. Hunter strongly 'opposed the sug- 
gestion. He accused the opposition of 
playing into the hands of the I'aited 
Slates fishing trust. For his part, he 
desired to see' a law passed which would 
secure all the benefits to he derived 
from the fisheries to the people of the 
province, ami every precaution taken 
against the industry being handed over 
to a foreign monopoly. 

'Mr. Kidd acknowledged thai be was 
at a loss to understand exactly what the 
government intended or proposed doing. 
He would like the Hon. the Attorney- 
General to make n definite slat ut 

of tin; government policy. 

After further discussion, during which 
Mr. Oliver vehemently reiterated the 
•charges of n wrong ii 
part of the government 
the granting of foresli 
Hon. the Attorney-! !ei 
that the section was do 
necessary, to enable tin 
properly administer th 
province. It would 
regulate the fisheries in Inland 
unless the government had power to nd- 
• minister the lands contiguous to the 
lakes and streams. It was unfair that 
the 'opposition should continually hurl 
clmrges of intended wrong-doing 
against the government without a par- 
ticle of proof or reason. 

The .section -.ens then adopted, and the 
other -clauses were passed with slight 
amendments. 

On the question of jurisdiction over 
harbors. Mr. Martin held that the Do- 
minion bad no jurisdiction in harbors 
more than with regard to shipping. He 
would be glad to see the question set- 
tled for good and all between tlie gov- 
ernments, us be felt convinced that the 
province had undeniable right over the 
waterfront in harbors a~ well as on the 
foreshore of the sea front generally. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts agreed with the 
Opinions expressed by Mr. Martin.

There is a noUatch at Quuiutebiui re- 
servation, and while the village is the 
scene of ancient ceremonials and weird 
dances, there is a field on the tints a 
mile away, where the Indian rorgots hne 
ancient manners, and drops his primi- 
tive language. There he h'es to pi„y 
ball— and plays good ball. Ou Sun^y 
morning the council in charge of the fes- 
tivities agreed to put up $U5 tor a ball 
game, $00 of which 'were £°r the -win- 
ners. The game was between the I\,ip- 
er island nine— the champions ot the 
coast villages, and the Songhees of Vic- 
toria. The fame of the Kuper island 
nine is in all the rnncheWes whiter 
news travels, and the Victoria Imliiin 
nine had taken on a big coritractpfout 
rhey solved this, anil surprised their op- 
ponents. 

When the train arrives a: On n can* on 
Sunday at noon, some hull players 'tljid- 
ed, aiid were driven hurriedly to tho 
village. One was a pitcher, Who is 
known as one of the best pitchers on 
the Coast. His face is sunburned, put 
he is a very white Indian. The otlteiw 
called him A. Williams. A I'ter the muiio 
the Kuper island nine culled Mill uiuiiy 
things. When the game W«s r:ila-i| lie 
was in the pitcher's box, and there was 
a large crowd of Indians outside the line, 
and about a dozen whites. 

The Kuper islands went to the hilt. 
Three men went ..nt without a se rc, 
hut there were no fancy plays, and the 
pitching of Williams was not out of the 
ordinary. The Songhees, who wo Po a 
khaki-colored uniform, were also stfyck 
out without a score, and then canie t hc 
excitement. The pitcher was luiighiiig— 
be always was— and he lobbed in an unsy 
ball, which a lusty Indian put alipost 
into the river and made a home r uu. 
Then the shouting commenced, ' kuock 
the cover offeu that ball; Hi-Gverybodce 
run; Look out for that curve," said the 
couehers, who were working overtime. 
Tho pitching was of the ordinary kind, 
and soon there were three men on li«sc;s, 
and everybody was shouting, couehers, 
players, and spectators— all Were yelling. 

Out in the lield the Songhees captain 
shouted. "Piny for the baUer every fel- 
low." "All look out, Jiow"—and in the 
box the pitcher was smiling knowingly, 
as again and again the umpire gold, 
•'Strike three, hatter out." None Of the 
three 011 bases got in— and there wa s not 
one out when the pitcher lobbed the 
easy one which the Indian knocked out 
for « home run. It was seemingly c nsy 
for the pitcher, hut the Kuper islands 
marveled, and the Victoria sympathizers 
applauded. 

'fhe last of the second innings sa\y tho 
Victoria Indians with a blank score ^till, 
and the both nines went out in the third 
without further scoring. But tho shout- 
ing was by no means allayed. Om on 
the side lines the couehers jumped, tres- 
liculnted, and yelled ah manner or the 
terms of the diamond— -a ml never (lid 
they revert to the vernacular, It wn6 
a!', the slang of the ball held, ana the 
customary slang at that. 

In the fourth the game became j,ioro 
exciting. Two men went round the 
bases, hut the pitcher still grinn<'i|_ It 
seemed too early to fan three out. It 
was more exciting to have three nx^o on 
bases when the three went out, and so 
it happened. One man hit a nice jjy to 
centre field, lie was out. Two others 
ined out. lint the Kuper island play- 
felt good, for they had three runs 
and Victoria hnil none. It Was time (hat 
Victoria scored, and they did. Thf e e of 
the Indians were on bases whet, the 
white-Indian, whom tliey called Wil- 
liams, went to the hat. He hit nut a 
three-bagger and three men scored, Iu 
the fifth- sixth and sevent'h, the excite- 
ment was keen, and the conchet^ be! 
enme hoarse, hut neither team scored. 

It was not until the ninth that the 
scoring proper commenced, nnd tboji the 
performance of the fourth inning* was 
repeated. There were three men 011 
bases wlu'ii "Williams' Went t () the 
hat. and when he hit out n tVfO-Ungger 
How three came in. lie spenkod third, 
and .lacks. in, the Songhees coao]), get 
busy. He jumped and Went through 
antics that would make many comedians 
envious, as lie shouted. "Look ot lt for 
the bare arm of the Kuper island pitch- 
er -dim's going to put the ball optside 
the river— Oh foul, go back 11ml touch 
your base everybody." Then the hatter 
hit a safe one, and Williams weno jn ;is 
the hatter went to first. Tho next 1111111 
fanned out. His successor "lid likewise, 
but the next man hit one to the right 
lield, and the man on first who Oiod 
sneaked second iii tlie meantime, went 
home, and by the time the next man 
hit a safe one, and Wiliaihs went jn as 
1 he score stood at eight . 
e now the Kuper islander^ hud 
a suspicion of the ringer brought 
s j in to them by the wily Songhees. They 
began to shout, "Look ou t f or the white 
pitcher." "He plays with the Cftfifor- 
iiiiins." and similar things, rhey were 
partially in the know;. After they went 
lo the hut, and saw the inshoots otit- 
urves and twirlers galore which fooled 
cry lime, they knew- that it was 
no ordinary pitcher that wns*-pl a ylug 
They marked hut one run, before ,'hree 
fanned out successively, and the gntno 
ended in a victory for the Songhees over 
the champions of the reservations by a 
score of eight to four. But phe Kuper 
island nine are ball plnyers of 110 mean 
order. The credit of tin; game w n « un- 
doubtedly with Williams, 1111,1 riono jtnow 
tins better than the Kuper islandere- 
for so they told him with variations .,fter

Festive Gathering of the Tribes 
to Accept Whulates- 
Ailok's Gifts. 



Indians Indulge In Fantastic 
Dances and Gather For 
blanket Scrambles. 



At the village of the Quamiehans on 
the grasrt-covered hanks of the Ccwichnu 
fiver a great potlatch is in progress. Over 
a thousand Indians of various tribes 
from the L'uelataws of d<'ort Rupert to 
tho Songhees of Victoria are gathered 
in the great lodges, some of which hold 
from ii) to 50 families, domiciled on the 
double row of benches which run along 
each wall. In front aro the flotillas of 
canoes moored behind a breakwater 
made of a derelict log. Now and then 
the village front is crowded with tho 
different tribes, while the dancers, mask- 
ed and fantastically garbed, go through 
the ceremonial dances, or an Indian 
with a "klosh tum-tum" is ninklng a 
"cultus potlatch" of it hundred or so 
blankets which he throws from a plat- 
form built at the lodge-front into tlie 
waiting crowd. The sight attendant to 
the throwing of those blankets is an uni- 
que one, for if the blanket be one of the 
native woven kind, a .number of hands 
are laid upon if ,and each man cuts oft! 
as much of the blanket as bis bands or 
arms can cover. The Hudson's (Bay 
blankets are never cut. Tho dancers, 
now being carried on, are both weird and 
fantastical, and the clanging of the skiu- 
druins and skirl of the rattles adds to tho 
U'cirilness. , 

Thin potlatch and accompanying feast, 
which is causing so much excitement 
among the gathered Indians, is tho gift 
of old Pill Whulntcsailok— a hyus tyee, 
although no chief— of the Quamiehans. 
He is the bead man of the potlatch. As- 
sociated with him are Metulatza, Johnnie 
Seeahpul 

It begun two mouths ago, when Whrdn- 
atesailok start"'! to collect bis outstand- 
ing debts. He wrote to the lCuclutuws, 
sent messages to the Tsartlip, nud Jioti- 
hed all debtors that it was time to cash 
111. When the festive siwash wandered 
the Cowichan banks before the King 
George Man came there were no banks, 
and the man who amassed much goods 
stood in danger of being killed by an 
envious one. The potlatch began then 
lor safety's sake. When a man had 
mora than lie needed he called his poor- 
er neighbor and gave him u canoe, or n 
horse, or other article. No time is set 
repayment.

Men have brought him canoes, 
Columbia river boats, shot guns, rifles, 
blankets in hales of hundreds, skitm, and 
other articles which to the Indians aro 
as money. Bi||' s debtors are coining up 
well, ami the harvest is good. Therefore 
he ims a "klosh tum-tum," and wall give 
n big potlatch. IIi« friends are gathered 
In his big lodge, and nightly they feast 
from pilot, bread, from salt fish, or other 
viands supplied by the feast-giver. 

On Friday last he felt good and be- 
cause of this klosh tum-tum he mounted 
the platform flouting the lodge, and said 
he would give .stL'o to thoee assembled; 
whereupon those gathered shouted 
"Hiiivn, Hood." His speaker told in elo- 
oiient milliner of the glories of iBill, and 
then from the platform a long, stick eama 
hurtling into the crowd. This was to 
represent the scrambled money. Many 
grasped it, and they surged up and dowii 
clamoring the while, Suddenly one 
Shouted that he would give ten cents 
to each 'man to let go. Another bid 10, 
and all let go. The bidder was a little 
ahead, nml by this means the 20 was 
more or less equally distributed. And so 
it will he with the canoes when they are 
potlatohed, Bill will say, "1 give to all 
my canoe," and there will be a rush 
lo the bench, and the bidding will take 
place, and each man who has taken a 
place in the canoe will get something 
to get out, and sacrifice his right. And 
so with horses, guns, etc.— thus does the 
Indian make sure tlint his gifts do not 
go only to the strong. 

Arrangements ere being made for 
dames of many kinds, masked dances 
and time-honored festivals— each tribe 
dancing according to their specialty. On 
Saturday blankets, money, etc., was col- 
lected and sports were held — canoe races, 
loot races, poling races, tug-of-wur, etc., 
and to both victors, and vanquished went 
1 he prizes. The great event was the 
hall game. On Saturday and Sunday 
games were held, and here on the dia- 
mond— a mile from the village— the ver- 
nacular is dropped. When the umpire 
says "play hall." the Indian forgets his 
native tongue and shows a familiarity 
with hall teams which is surprising.
